In both 
cases Henry wa* held for Court, the 
amount of bail being left until after­ 
noon. 
Ensor testified that he, with several 
others, among whom 
were Sergeant 
Carroll and Private Snook, had been 
in the breakfast room of the holed for 
about two 
hours 
when, about 
six 
o’clock, he saw Henry* handling an old 
soldier (IL N. Baker, of Alexandria, 
Pa.,) roughly and ruling a knife as 
if to stab him. Ensor threw a 
beer 
bottle at the knife, he testified, and 
was al>out to throw another when pre­ 
vented by Malcolm Griffin, a friend of 
Henry, the bottle flying wild. 
Ensor was cut by Henry six times, 
according to the hospital authorities, 
twice in the arm and four times in the 
back. Ile is still having three of the 
wounds dres cd 
at 
the 
Harrisburg 
Hospital, and has not been at work 
since the affair. He testified that he 
heard no ult nation before the fight 
*nd that he saw Henry put the knife 
on Carroll twice. 
The defen 
endeavored to put the 
iriginal ownership of the knife on 
Ensor, claiming that Henry knocked it 
from his hand. Ensor denied this em­ 
phatically. 
Edward J. Carroll, sergeant in the 
Quartermaster’s Corps, said that 
he 
was sitting at Ensor’s table and when 
he heard some one say 
“lx>ok 
what 
they are doing to that man”, he arose 
Henry was standing near him and, 
according to Sergeant Carroll’s testi­ 
mony 
struck 
him—Carroll—in 
the 
left shoulder and in 
the 
left 
hand 
which he raided to protect himself 
There was no provocation for the as­ 
sault according to Carroll’s testimony 
In the case of John D. Morgan, the 
waiter, the testimony of Morgan, who 
was the only witness, was to the effect 
that Henry slabbed him an inch above 
the heart when he tried 
to prevent 
Henry from stabbing Ensor. 
He re­ 
ceived treatment for six days in the 
Emergency and Harrisburg hospitals. 
He testified that he heard no threats 
or demonstrations against Henry and 
Justice Hill held the defendant on this 
case, also.

35 NEGROES BORN 
IN PRISON CELLS 


Fifty Injured Were Rushed to H o s­ 


pital 
After 
Binghamton 
Holocaust 


and Many W ill Die. 


Binghamton, N. Y., July 23.— A wisp 
of sm oke and a spurt of name swept 
up the stairway leading to the second 
floor of a four-story brick building at 
17 Wall street, and twenty minute.* 
later twenty live lives had been lost 
and fifty persons had been injured, 
many of whom will not recover. 
The building was the factory of tho 
Binghamton 
Clothing company, for­ 
merly the Freeman Overall company, 
employing 125 girls. 
There 
were 
heartrending 
scenes 
when several girls clinging to fire e s ­ 
capes were swept by sheets of flame 
or jumped from the factory windows. 
Exactly how many were penned in­ 
side was hard to determine in the 
panic. 
E. J. Lawrence, bookkeeper of the 
company, said that he was working 
In the office when the flrst alarm was 
sounded. The flames were under the 
front stairway. There was also a rear 
stairway and tire escapes at the south 
side of the building. 
Most of the women were em ployes 
In the machine operating room on the 
fourth floor. They made no attempt to 
hurry from the building at flrst, think­ 
ing the alarm was a fire drill. M essen­ 
gers were rushed through the building 
to drive the women out. 
‘ Just then,” said 
Lawrence, “the 
whole building hurst into flames. 
It 
was of the ordinary factory construc­ 
tion, with timber supports and brick 
walls. 
But It went up like powder—a 
puff and all was over. When the flames 
rushed up the front stairway It was 
awful. 
“The women were In a panic In an 
instant. 
They rushed to the Are e s ­ 
capes and many of them leaped from 
the windows. 
“I had 125 names on my pay rolls, 
but som e of the employes were gone 
on vacation. Tho lists are all Inside 
the burned factory. 
I didn't have time 
to put them away or close the safe. It 
la impossible for the present to call 
the roll or get an accurate line on 
those who are m issing.” 
Most of the injured. Including those 
who had been overcome with smoke or 
fright, were carried into the Knicker­ 
bocker garage, a few hundred feet 
away. Here all the available physi­ 
cians in the city were gathered. 
The injured girls were wrapped In 
blankets, given flrst abl and were then 
rushed to ta 
'tv hospitals as rapidly 
as iKissihle, 
Meanwhile tile firemen had 
been 
striving to stop the advance of tho 
flames. Their efforts were gradually 
KUfcevftful, but every building on the 
west aide of Water street, between 
S ph c alley and Henry street, was more 
or less damaged. 
During the fire two explosions oc­ 
curred!. rice** 
of iron and brick were 
blown through the windows of the Au­ 
tomatic Music com pany’s factory near­ 
by. 
Twelve 
gills were rushed to the 
hospital within half an hour after the 
fire started. They w ere nearly all so 
badly burned that identification was 
impossible. 
Ruth Front y, aged seventeen yearn, 
whose back is broken, was the only 
one of the twelve who was consc ious. 
The physicians said that she will die. 
She jumped from a fourth story win­ 
dow a few minutes after the fire had 
broken out. Two sisters of Miss Prou- 
ty, who were also employed in toe fac­ 
tory, failed to escape. 
As the front of the building fell iii 
a human body was plucked from lh« 
stairway by a daring 
fireman and 
brought out to Wail street. He laid bls 
burden upon the ground and eov* red 
it with a blanket. It was the body of 
a girl and was burned beyond recog­ 
nition. 
The fir# spread to the postoffice, the 
rear of which was burned off, and to 
the buildings ol the Mc Railer Drug 
company, Simon O’Neill, the Bingham ­ 
ton Motor Cur company garage and 
Christ church. The* property loss will 
bo between $100,Old and $200,000.

Hires Shops Burned, Entailing 


$150,000 Loss. 


Ossining. N. Y , July 23 — Three 
shops of the Sing Sing prison were 
burned to the ground, with a loss that 
Warden Jam es M. Clancy puts at $ 150,- 
000. 
The fire was fought mainly by con­ 
victs, who showed great bravery. 
It 
destroyed the lumber storage, the cart 
and wagon plant and the mat shop, 
leaped the prison wall and licked up 
the Ice house, burned down a wooden 
gate in tile wall and caused 1200 men 
locked in their cells to raise an up­ 
roar that could be heard for miles. 
The men locked up were not in clan­ 
ger at any time. The fire was put out 
before It reached the foundry and the 
knitting shop. 
No one knows how the blaze started. 
Fire was first noticed In the room of 
the mat shop where rope is braided. A 
convict saw a flicker cif light alcng 
the floor. He gave the alarm, and with 
the others in the shop was marched 
out and across the yard to the cell 
block. 
Instantly work was stopped In the 
other shops, the men fo -rued In twos 
and marched to their cells. Two hun 
cl red who are trained as a fire brigade 
The 
wer#-4*-*-k**4 
up and thc> guards hastened to the 
yard. 
Warden n a n c y , the guards and the 
trusties of the fire brigade hurried to 
tho mat shop, the prison’s fire pumps 
were started and the guards and trus­ 
ties manned the ho; e lines. The whole 
mat shop was In flames. 


Mississippi Convicts Cut Oft 


From Escape. 


Jackson, Miss., July 23.— Trapped 
by flames in tile second floor of an an 
tiquated convict cage, thirty-rive negro 
prisoners were burned to death at tile 
Oakley 
convict farm> twenty miles 
from here. 
While the flames rapidly ate awa} 
the only stairway leading to the sec 
ond floor, the prisoners 
frantically 
torc at tile heavy bars that covered the 
jail windows, but to no avail. 
Their scream s brought guards and 
other prison attaches, hut the flames- 
drove back members of the rescue 
party each lim e they attempted to lib- 
erate the negroes who one by one fell 
back into tile flames anil perished. 
Everything was in the fire’s favor. 
The 
building was 
constructed ten 
years ago of lumber taken from a dis­ 
carded penitentiary; there was no fire 
fighting apparatus at the farm, aud the 
flrst floor of the building was Ailed 
with inflammable material. 
Farmers living nearby hurried to the 
jail to help the fire fighters, but they 
wore of 
no assistance, as 
the fire 
burned too rapidly. The convicts all 
were worked In the cotton fields of 
the state farm and were housed In the 
“cage*” at night 
Among them were 
some desperate criminals serving long 
sentences. 


LABORER KILLS FOREMAN 


Says Vision of Satan Prompted Him to 
Cut Off M an ’s* Head. 
W ilkes-Barre Pa., July 23.— Thomas 
Hutchins, forty five years old, foreman 
for the Spring Rock Water company 
was killed by a laborer In Plymouth 
township. 
The water company la laying a line 
of water pipes there, and em ploys a 
largs number of laborers.

report has it that the man went aud 
dcnly insane. Brchis was locked up. 
He dec lared that the devil prompted 
him to do the deed and that he saw 
his satanic majesty crouching on th# 
shoulders of his victim.

Bacon Insisted that the people of 
the United States were In a grave po­ 
sition of responsibility “at the present 
time, and any enunciation of princi­ 
ples such as this should be thoroughly 
considered. As to whether this resolu­ 
tion enunciates the truth should not 
be discussed at this time,” he said.

ator Stone said he would favor such 
action.

FIND STOLEN STATUE 


VALUEQAT $250,000 


Greek Ari Treasure Recovered 
in Baltimore Cellar. 


Baltimore, July 23. — A piece of 
Greek sculpture, the bust of a female 
child about five yours old, stolen from 
the National Museum at Athens fifteen 
years ago, and said to he of priceless 
value, and 3000 years old, was recov­ 
ered by tho local police. 
The figure was dug up in the cellar 
of Charles Nemphos, a Greek confec­ 
tioner at Hampden, a suburb of Balti­ 
more. 
Search for tho bust war, instituted, 
following a visit of 
Dr. Alexandre 
Vourog, the Greek charge ar Washing, 
ton. Dr. Vonros came to Baltimore with 
several documents ami wont to the Ol­ 
lie*! of United Stasis District Attor­ 
ney John Philip Hill. 
Mr. Hill was told of the disappear­ 
ance cf this gem of Grecian art, of 
the efforts oi European governments 
to recover It for* the past decade, and 
of clues Involving a Baltimore Greek. 
Major Hill decided that it was not 
a ease of smuggling, but a problem for 
the local police. Accordingly the case 
was laid before the state's attorney, 
'md on the basis of information fur­ 
nish e I by the Greek diplomat a search 
warrant for Nemphos’ home was is 
sued. 
The relic wa* taken charge of by 
the pollee and Nemphos was locked 
up on the technical charge of receiv­ 
ing stolen goods. According t i Nom* 
phos, he came Into possession of the 
figure ten or eleven year ago. He </*- 
tained it. he said, from a fellow coun­ 
trym an lie had employ.-1 and to wh m 
he loaned money, taking th** bust as 
security.
